This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.10(c) filed 
March 13, 2002, requesting that the above -identified application 
be accorded a filing date of December 21, 2001, rather than the 
presently accorded filing date of December 22, 2001. 

Petitioners allege that the application was deposited in ''Express 
Mail" service with the U.S. Postal Service, on December 21, 2001. 
In support, petitioners provided, inter alia , a copy of the 
Express Mail label, receipt no. EL600692356US, showing a Date-In 
of December 21, 2001.

2001. 

The Office considers the date the paper or fee is shown to have 
been deposited as ''Express Mail" to be the "Date In" on the 
Express Mail label, MPEP 513. That is the date that verifies 
that the package was actually mailed.
